Nationalists Blame Japan. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 24 (#).—That the 
Nationalist Government of China 
feels that Japan was responsible for 
the revolt at Shantung last week 


was revealed this afternoon when a 
Foreign Office spokesman issued a 
| Statement saying: 

“Chinese authorities have gathered 
conclusive evidence that Tokio aided 
Chang Tsung-chang’s departure from 
Dairen to Shantung, assisting him 
to launch an anti-Nationalist move- 
ment at Shantung.”’ 

According to the spokesman, the 
Nationalist Government feels that 
| Japan ‘“‘instigated the revolt, desiring 
|to create disorder at Shantung and 
| thereby providing an excuse for the 
| continuance of troops at Shantung, 
which was nearing termination as a 
result of the Wang-Yoshizawa nego- 
tiations, now indefinitely deadlocked 
over the question of the Japanese 
troops’ withdrawal from Shantung 
and compensation for the Tsinanfu 
incident.’’ 

The spokesman declared the Na- 
| tionalist Government does not feel 
the Shantung affair is serious, being 
destined for quick suppression, but 


that it was indicative of ‘‘serious 
issues.’’

Press).—The British coal trade has 
picked up. An increasing output and

reach, but there seems to be unanim- 
ity of opinion that the world’s adop- 
tion of the Keliogg pact makes it 
more important than ever before that 
the United States should join the 
Court. 

As valuable as England considers 
there is a feeling 
among a great number that it does 
not go far enough since it fails to 
substitute something else for war 
which it renounces. Article 2 of the 
pact says the settlement of all dis- 
putes is never to be sought except 
by pacific means. By just what 
means they will be settled is not des- 
ignated. One of the most obvious and 
most quickly and easily available to 
all the nations of the world is the 
World Court. So it is considered 
here that America would add a great 
deal to the significance of that 
second article of the pact if she| 
would join the Court.

Explosion in Russia Is Laid to Ef- 
fect of Cold on Dynamite.

MOSCOW, Feb. 24.—Vodka and the} 
terrific cold were responsible jointly, 
it appears, for a dynamite explosion | 
which cost nine lives, wounded eigh- 
teen and wrecked the goods station 
at Perm, causing damage amounting 
to 750,000 rubles (about $375,000). 

Explosives for the Ural mining re- 
gion were being transferred from 
main-line cars to a narrow-gauge 
branch road when the explosion oc- | 
curred with such violence as to break 
windows in a town a quarter of a} 
mile away.

In Accord on Procedure. 

PARIS, Feb, 24 (#).—Private con- 
versations between allied and former 
enemy experts on reparations during 
the last two days are said to have 
been more fruitful than the plenary 
sessions of the committee striving to 
arrive at a basis for future pay- 
ment by Germany of war claims. 
The atmosphere surrounding the ex- 
perts’ headquarters tonight was 
more optimistic. 


The session scheduled for 11 o'clock 
tomorrow morning is expected to 
find all sides in agreement as to the 
mode of procedure in the future de- 
liberations. The American delegates 
have several times been consulted 
during the week-end in arriving at 
this position. 

The fact that S. Parker Gilbert, 
agent general for reparations, left 
for Berlin this afternoon, instead of 
waiting until tomorrow, was inter- 
preted as meaning that his informa- 
tion is not required at this stage. 
The experts have reached a solution 
whereby the Agent General will be 
heard in Berlin later. 


AGAINST ENDING SAFEGUARD. 


| 
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German Press Opposes Even Partial | 
Lifting of Transfer Guarantees. 


BERLIN, Feb. 24 @).—A storm of 


protest is raised by German news- 
papers of widely divergent political 
views against the partial lifting of 
the transfer guarantees, reported to 
be under consideration by the repara- 
tions experts in Paris. 

The scheme is declared to be im- 
possible because it weuld lead to 
renewed depreciation of German cur- 
rency and loss of confidence by for- 
eign investors In German securities. 


The conservative Boersen Zeitung 
in front page headlines condemns 
the plan as ‘‘a solution that is not 
a solution.’” The payments already 
made by Germany, the paper says, 
‘“‘are now universally recognized as 
having been made possible only by 
foreign loans,’’ and not ‘‘as was in- 
tended in the Dawes plan, by sur- 
pluses from German industrial pro- 
duction.”’ 

The proposed plan is ‘‘impossible,’’ 
declares the Nationalist Lokal An- 
zeiger. ‘‘Let us declare quite openly 
that even the sum of 1,750,000,000 
marks, mentioned in the past few 
days by the allied representatives, is 
an utter impossibility. It appears in- 
comprehensible that the possibility of 
a partial lifting of the transfer guar- 
antees should even be considered.”’ 

The Democratic Tageblatt declares 
the experts’ comparison of German 
taxation with that of England and 
France ‘‘has little use, since condi- 
tions in the three countries are too 
far different.’’ The real problem, 
the paper says, “‘is to increase not 
taxation but industrial exports, the 
surplus from which foreign credits 
can be established for use in repara- 
tion payments.”’

Tydings Will Offer a Resolution 
in Senate Today Requesting 
President to Call Parley. 


TO BOLSTER KELLOGG PACT

Measure Will Declare Simultaneous

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Senator 
Tydings of Maryland will offer a 
resolution in the Senate tomorrow 
requesting the President to call a 
eonference of all the nations which 
adhere to the Kellogg-Briand treaty 
renouncing war, with a view to lim- 
iting their standing armies, reserves 
and supplemental troops. 

This new step to make the multi- 
lateral treaty effective contemplates 
basing the number of troops to be 
maintained in time of peace by each 
nation concerned on an agreed-upon 
number per thousand of that na- 
tion’s population. 

Senator Tydings’s resolution is a 
reflection of a speech he made in 
the Senate when the fifteen-cruiser 
program was heing considered. 
Pointing out that some nations had 
peacetime armies of active soldiers, 
reserves and supplemental armed or- 
ganizations exceeding 15 per cent of | 
their population, the Senator con- | 
trasted these figures with the meager 
military strength of the United 
States, and contended that Ameri- 
can financial interests should not| 
lend money to governments which | 
kept up heavy military forces in 
peacetime. 
Cites Large Standing Armies. 

The Senator held that much of | 
the money that went from America| 
to such countries was used to pay| 
the great expenses of excessive mili- | 
tary establishments. In this connec-| 
tion Senator Tydings presented a| 
resolution designed to cut off mili- | 
taristic nations from the benefit of | 
American loans. In doing so he | 
echoed the attitude expressed by | 
President Coolidge in a speech on 
last Armistice Day. 

The resolution to be presented by 
Senator Tydings tomorrow, while it 
does not directly apply to the use of 
American money for supporting) 
heavy land forces, aims to curtail |

The Rev. Jerome Davis of Yale’ 
Deplores Link of Wealthto | 
Organized Religion. 


“Either Christianity must control 
capitalism or capitalism will con-| 
trol and mold Christianity,’’ the Rev. | 
Jerome Davis, Professor of Practi-| 
cal Philanthropy of the Yale Divinity | 
School, asserted last night at a meet- | 
ing in the Community Church, Park 
Avenue at Thirty-fourth Street. He | 
declared Christ’s teaching to love 
one’s neighbor, if followed, would 
not permit leaders of industry to) 
countenance some evils in industry | 
today. 

“Just because a corporation direc- 
tor thinks he understands the hu- 
man elements in industry does not! 
signify that he actually does,” he 
said, holding that contentions of | 
business men that working condi- 
tions ‘‘could not be improved’’ were | 
not well founded. He denied that} 
property was ‘‘always treated as a 
trust,’’ and asked, ‘‘Why does the 
ability to make money necessarily 
fit a man to exercise it as a trust 
for the best interests of the people?’’ 

The influence of capital, he as-| 
serted, was apparent in the admin- 
istration of universities endowed by | 
wealth and in the press. He cited | 
the publicity methods of the ‘‘power 
trust’’ as indicating that the press 
was ‘‘prostituted.”’ Property values, | 
he said, were in some _ instances 
placed above human values in in-| 
dustry, and ‘‘this is contrary to the | 
precepts of Christ.’’ Capitalism, he| 
held, was ‘“‘linked with organized 
religion” to the detriment of the) 
latter. 

He was introduced by Joseph J. 
McAfee. About 600 persons attended | 


the meeting, which was followed by 
discussions from the floor.

Says Nations Must Act Together. 


Senator Tydings contends in the 
preamble that in order to achieve! 
the highest confidence in the multi-| 
lateral treaty and to accomplish | 
its purposes ‘“‘the causes for fear | 
and mistrust must first be elimi-| 
nated.” In his opinion, as expressed 
in the preamble, ‘‘curtailment of 
armies, reserves and supplementary 
troops cannot be hoped for unless | 
all nations maintaining them effect 
such curtailment simultaneously.” 
The text of the resolution itself 
follows: 
Resolved, That the President of | 
the United States is hereby requested | 
to send an invitation to every na- | 
tion which has, in whole or in part, | 
been signatory to the treaty outlaw- | 
ing war, ratified by the Senate of | 
the United States on Jan. 15, 1929, | 
requesting said nations to send duly | 
authorized delegates to an interna- 
tional conference for the purpose of | 
agreeing by treaty to a limitation of | 
size, in accordance with the popula- | 
Uon, by said nations attending said 
conference, of standing armies, ac- 


tive reserves, and supplementary | 
troops.’’ }

Amendment Removing Double Levy 
Is Expected to Placate Adver- 
tising Concerns. 


Opponents of advertising billboards 
that obliterate landscape along hun- 
dreds of miles of highways in New 
Jersey will push their fight in the 
Legislature at Trenton tonight for 
their bill, which provides for heavy 
taxation of outdoor billboards. The 
bill, introduced recently in the As- 
sembly by Miss Agnes C. Jones, Re- 
publican, of South Orange, also 
would require that billboards be set 
back 200 feet from highways outside 
city limits. 

The bill in its original form pro- 
voked a united attack by the out- 
door advertising companies. They 
held that it would impose double 
taxation, as municipalities already 
levied taxes on billboards. An amend- 
ment was drafted to eliminate the 
double taxation feature of the bill. 

The amendment would provide that 
the State allow rebates to billboard 
owners equivalent to the taxes levied 
by municipalities. In most cases the 
municipal tax is an occupancy tax, 
according to Miss Jones, and aver-/} 
ages about 2 per cent a square foot} 
annually. | 


Tax Put at 5 Cents a Square Foot. 


The bill sponsored by Miss Jones 
provides that the rate of billboard 
taxation shall be 5 cents per square 
foot a year. The size of billboards in 


New Jersey, Miss Jones explained, 
averaged about 30 by 12 feet, or md | 
square feet, so that for the average 
billboard the State tax would be 
about $18. 

Without attempting to regulate the | 
size of billboard, the bill provides for 
the licensing of all outdoor adver- 
tising signs by the Department of 
Taxation and Finance. In addition 
to the restrictions covering setback 
from highways, there are others! 
with respect to the location of signs 
designed to eliminate traffic haz- 
ards. The bill, for instance, would | 
prohibit large billboards that would | 
screen from motorists the approach | 
of railroad trains at a. crossing. | 

Mrs. Junius Spencer Morgan, a/| 
cousin of J. Pierpont Morgan, is at} 
the head of the movement fostering | 
the bill. She is president of the} 
Princeton Garden Club. Many other | 
garden clubs as well as civic and | 
business organizations are reported | 
as supporting the bill. National or-| 
ganizations against billboards also 
have endorsed it, including the Na- | 
tional Committee for Restriction of | 
Outdoor Advertising which was rep- | 
resented by Albert S. Bard, its at- 
torney, at the original conference on 
the bill at Trenton. 


Movements in Other States. 


Mr. Bard explained yesterday that 
the bill was somewhat similar to one 
that has been introduced in the Leg- 
islature of Wisconsin. The California 
Legislature is considering a bil) to 
amend the State Constitution so as to | 
give the Legislature power to regu | 
late all advertising in public view. | 

The Posthauer bill, introduced in/! 
the New York Legislature provides 
for State regulation of biltboards 
from the point of view of traffic 
hazards at curves, turns and inter- 
sections of highways. 

The New Jersey bill does not con-! 
flict with local or municipal zoning | 
and taxation regulations, it was said. | 
It is now before the Ways and Means

complain that now the highways be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia, 
and between Philadelphia and At- 
lantic City and other seacoast re- 
sorts run in places for many miles 
through lanes of huge billboards that 
completely shut out the landscape.

Construction of the first floating 
airport of several that have been 
planned for transatlantic airplane 
service will be begun immediately, 
according to an announcement yes- 
terday by Henry J. Gielow, Inc., na- 
val architects, of 25 West Forty 
third Street. It is to be anchored 
about 300 miles at sea, half way be- 
tween New York and Bermuda. 

The airport is to be a steel plat- 
form, 1,200 feet long, 400 feet wide. 
and riding normally at least 100 feet 
above the surface of the ocean.

anchors. Six thousand tons of steel 
and 2,000 tons of iron will go into 
its construction, and its cost is esti- 
mated at $1,500,000. The Gielow 
concern has been retained as con- 
sulting engineers by the builders, the 
Armstrong Seadrome Development 
Company of Wilmington, Del. 

It is understood that Mr. Arm- 
strong expects the island to be in 
place by Summer. Experimental 
flights then will be made bétween 
the mainland and Bermuda, using 
the seadrome as a stopping place. If 
these experiments are successful, the 
construction of other floats for 
transatlantic service will be pushed 
as quickly as possible.

It has conducted tests with large Sikor- 


sky amphibians on areas similar to 
imnat ot the seadrome, and needed 
lonly 65 per cent of the available 
|space. By scale model tests the com- 
| pany has convinced naval engineers 
that the seadromes will ride any 
waves up to 180 feet in height with 
practically no motion. Eight of these 
islands are contemplated, it is said, 
in a chain to Europe by way of the 
Azores. Planes then would be able 
to leave New York at 6 o’clock in the 
morning and arrive at Plymouth, 
England, at 4:30 o’clock the follow- 
ing afternoon.

Raise Five Objections. 

We raise the following specific 
objections to the present practices 
of the New York Police Depart- 
ment under your direction: 

1. From the newspaper reports of 
recent police raids it is evident that 
violent assaults are being commit- 
ted by the police. The laws of this 
State permit a club to be used by 
a police officer only in self-de- 
fense and on to a degree suffi- 
cient to overcome the resistance of 
his opponent For police officers 
to use clubs without provocation is 
a lawless misuse of power and in 
the long run can only bring dis- 
credit on the department. 

2. Large numbers of arrests which 
have recently been made were 
promptly followed by discharge of 
the defendants by the magistrates, 
clearly indicating a gross disregard 
by the police of the legal provisions 
against false arrest. It is no an- 
swer to the community to say that 
the persons falsely arrested can sue 
for damages or bring criminal pro- 
ceedings against the officers thus 
violating the law. 

3. The statement attributed’ to 
you that ‘‘there is enough law at the 
end of a night stick’ must arouse 
all defenders of constitutional rights 
to indignation. We know of no 
such previous utterance by a pub- 
lic official in defiance of the* law. 
Moreover, as a practical matter, 
we do not believe that the alleged 
breakdown in the administration 
of justice can in any way excuse 
the innuendo of such a statement. 

4. Prominent newspapers carried 
the statement alleged to have been 
made by you ‘‘that any man with a 
previous record is public property.”’ 
Our theory of jurisprudence is 
predicated upon the fact that if a 


man has been convicted and has 
served his sentence he has paid 
the penalty of his act and he is

Year after year the names of Peil 
and Mortimer have stood out as the 
two giants of the game, just as did 
William Tilden and William John- 
sion in lawn tennis.

From 1915 on, not only did they 
win every championship between 


them, as well as the Tuxedo Gold 
Racquet and the Racquet and Ten- 
nis Club title, which Peil held since 
1914, but no other player with the 
exception of Hewitt Morgan had 
been able to get into the final until 
last year, when the Hon. C. N.

Prohibition Saved Industry, He

“Despite the crimes which are laid 
to prohibition, there are three out- 
standing benefits in the Eighteenth 
Amendment by which society ®as 
more than profited,’’ said Dr. S. E. 
Nicholson, associate superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League of New 
York State, who occupied the Rev. 
Gordon Baker’s pulpit yesterday at 
the Washington Heights Baptist 
Church, 145th Street and Convent 
Avenue. 

“In my opinion,’’ continued Dr. 
Nicholson, ‘‘it has been worth the 
expense and the trouble just to see 
the streets rid of public drunkenness. 
Anti-proh'bitionists will answer that 
such a condition still prevails, but it 
is localized, not general. While some 
of the crowded manufacturing cities 
of the East are not yet rid of this 
public nuisance, in the Western 
States, the greater part of the coun- 
try, one seldom sees this display of 
pre-war conditions, 

“Secondly, contrary to all beliefs 
and expectations, this country mi- 
raculously escaped the financial pan- 
ics which are a natural result of 
war. There were periods of depres- 
sion, a time when prices went sky- 
ward, but no actual financial panic.

DR. BERG SEES LICENSE 
AND LIBERTY CONFUSED 


Assails “Debuankers,” Violators 
of the Dry Law and a “Filthy 
Portion of the Press.” 


Thrusts at ‘‘a filthy portion of the 
press,”’ at ‘‘debunkers’’ of great his- 
torical characters, and at persons 
who violate the prohibition law were 
contained in the sermon of the Rev. 
Dr. Irving Husted Berg, minister 
of the Fort Washington Collegiate 
Church, yesterday morning. He 
spoke before members of Manhattan 
Chapter, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, who were having their 
annual patriotic service. 

Dr. Berg declared there was a 
modern tendency to confuse liberty 
with license, and that part of the 
press, many books and magazines 
illustrated it. 

“T am sick of reading trash that 
is described as ‘frank,’ ’’ he said. 
‘“‘Beneath that abused word is some- 
thing more accurately described as 
fijh. Dirt is dirt wherever found, 
and we ought to resent the bare- 
faced, shameless fashion in which 
it is served up by an army of liter- 
ary hacks, making their reputations 
by lack of decency.” 

The modern drama, Dr. Berg said, 
also has its obnoxious side. His con- 
clusion was that people who resent 
the dirt that is seeping into so many 
phases of life today should spurn 
‘‘the lewd play and the nasty book.”’ 
By mere indifference, he said, they 
were only helping to give these evil 
forces firmer footing. 

Dr. Berg criticized those who con- 
tinually violate the prohibition laws, 
saying their actions undermine the 
Constitution and the entire structure 
of the law.

“There is no doubt,”’ he declared, 
“that crime is more rampant to- 
day and the social evil more danger- 
ous than in the days of our fathers. 
The reason is found in our changing | 
attitude toward the home more than} 
in any other one factor, for the home| 
was once the place where character 
was molded and moral! fiber knit. 

‘‘Much as I believe in the automo- 
bile as a social and business neces- 
sity in modern life,’’ he continued, | 
“TIT cannot fail to see it also as a 
force in breaking up the home. To 
a great extent it has taken the place 
of the segregated districts that used 
to flourish in our cities,’’ he said, 
citing the edicts of certain college 
and university presidents who had 
forbidden the use of automobiles to 
students living on the campus. 

“The ‘movie’ is perhaps a worse 
enemy of the home than the auto,”’ 
the Archdeacon declared, ‘‘for it por- 
trays crime to children and sets the 
example that is often followed and 
leads to prison terms. There are pic- 
tures which adults should not see, 
let alone children, We do need cen- 
sorship."’ 

Great apartment houses and flats 
are not conducive to happy homes, 
he said, because they provide no 
space in which children ean play. To 
counteract their influence a system 
of conveniently located parks and 
playgrounds is gecessary, he advised. 
Divorce is another recognized enemy 
of the home, he said, because it de- 
prives children of the parental com- 
radeship and guidance that are due 
them. 

“Education cannot solve the prob- 
lem that is filling our prisons and 
homes of detention,’’ the speaker de- 
clared, ‘‘for education serves only to 
make smarter crooks. Many ab- 
sconders and thieves are college 
graduates. Training of the soul is 
needed and that can best be given 
by the parents in the home.”’

WARNS EXPLOITERS OF GOD. | 


Dr. Ward Says ‘Religion of Pros- 
perity’’ Is Downfall of Many. 
The present generation is imbued 
with a desire to exploit God, declared 
the Rey. Dr. Harry F. Ward in his 
sermon yesterday morning in Union 
Theological Seminary, Broadway and 

120th Street. 

‘The glory of the East,’’ said Dr. 
Ward, “‘is that its people seek God 
to be lost in Him, but the eager, ac- 
tive West seeks Him in order to use 
Him for personal gain. This is noth- 
ing more than the religion of pros- 
perity, the seductions of which are 
the downfall of so many. 

‘“‘We constantly hear that the God 
of this generation must function for 
us. Does this mean that we wish to 
exploit God as we have nature? If 
we are selfish in our quest for Him 
there is no possibility of our peti- 
tions being answered. 

‘It takes an intelligent man to 
have a satisfying God, but it does not 
pay to search for Him solely with 
the mind. Your intellect may show 
you which way to go, but it stops 
short when the correct direction has 
been indicated. If our search is in-

DISCUSSES MARRIAGE IDEAL. | 


The Rev. D. B. Aldrich Says Union 
Must Be for Creating Love. 


| Marriage was defined yesterday by 
the Rev. Donald B. Aldrich in his 
| morning sermon at the Church of the 
Ascension, Fifth Avenue and Tenth 
| Street, as ‘‘a purposeful partnership, 
for the purpose of creating love.’’ It

either Church or State, though the

| other, of creating love. The Church

|a purposeful union. If they have any 
|reservations, theirs is no marriage 
|The constant creating of love is not 
j}a matter of tedanique, but one of 
pure idealism.’’

LIVE STOCK VALUES 
WELL MAINTAINED 


Steers Co ‘Higher in Week and 


Hog Prices Make the Best 
Showing in Years.

CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—Fancy year- 
ling steers sold up to $15 in the Chi- 
cago market last week, but the bulk 
of sales of beef steers was at $11 to 
$13, with the close 50 cents higher 
for the week, but 50 cents under the 
high point of Tuesday. The week’s 
average, $12.05, was up 50 cents, but 
practically $1 below last year. Cows 
and heifers are 25 to 50 cents higher, 
although 50 cents under the top point 
of last Tuesday. Calves finished $2 
higher, while dressed prices were 
practically unchanged. 

Hog prices advanced 50 cents for 
the week, with the top on Friday 
$10.90 and the average $10.45, a gain 
of 25 cents compared with $8.05 last 
year and a five-year average of $9.95. 
Quality was not so good, the aver- 
age weight being 228 pounds, the 
lightest since Jan. 28. Pork loins 
advanced to a range of 17% to 22 
cents, the best since last November, 
with a better trade in fresh meats. 

Sheep and lambs are 25 to 50 cents 
higher, with the top on fancy lambs 
$17.60 and on sheep $9.50, while the 
average on the latter of $7.25 was 
only 10 cents above the previous 
Week and $1.45 under last year. 
Lambs averaged $16.20, a drop of 20 
cents for the week and a net gain of 
55 cents over last year.

Plans for the twelfth annual sea- 
son of the Goldman Band concerts, 
in which a ten weeks’ series of sev-| 
enty concerts will be given out of} 
doors each evening of the Summer} 
from June 10 to Aug. 18, were an- 
nounced yesterday by Mayor Walker | 
and Dr. Elmer Ellsworth Brown, | 
chancellor of New York University. 

As in previous years, the concerts 
will be sponsored by Mr. and Mrs. | 
Daniel Guggenheim and Mr. and 
Mrs. Murry Guggenheim and will be 
offered on the Central Park Mall on 
Monday, Wednesday, Friday and} 
Sunday evenings of each week and 
on the New York University campus 
on the alternate evenings. | 

It is said that the gift of these 
concerts to the public by the Gug- 
genheim families is probably the} 
greatest ever made in the cause of ; 
free music. The cost to the donors | 
is nearly $100,000 a season. 


20,000 Attend Each Night. 

The average attendance in past 
seasons has been from 20,000 to 
40,000 nightly. In more recent years 
by means of radio it is estimated that

Widely varied programs including 
classic as well as popular music are 
offered by the band, which consists 
of sixty musicians. Soloists also 
appear at each concert. 

These concerts began originally on 


\the Green at Columbia University 


during the Summer of 1918. The se- 
ries offered at that time met with 
great popular favor from the start 
and was continued at Columbia Uni- 
versity for five years, when the uni- 
versity found it necessary to erect 
buildings on the Green. 


Difficulty With Hylan Régime. 


In 1924 the concerts were trans- 
ferred to Central Park and con- 
tinued through that season, but in 
1925, because of difficulty with the 
Hylan administration, the series was 
moved to the campus of New York 
University. However, upon Mayor | 
Walker’s election, one of his first 
acts was to invite the members of 
the Guggenheim families again to 
give the concerts in Central Park 
during the season of 1926. It was 





then decided to divide the concerts, 


so that part of the series would be 
given in Central Park and the re- 
mainder on the New York University 
campus. This plan has been in ef- 
fect since that time. 

The concerts were first organized 
by Edwin Franko Goldman, who for 
the first six seasons personally raised 
During this 
the 
largest contributors, and after ob- 


|serving the popularity of the con- 


certs they relieved Mr. Goldman of 
financial responsibility so he could 
devote his entire energies to the 
artistic side of the undertaking. | 

This they have continued to do} 


be the sixth, which has been offered 
in this manner. Incidentally, this is 
the first time in the history of Sum- 
mer music in New York that any 
musical organization has continued 
under one] 
conductor. The personnel of the} 
Joldman Band has remained prac-| 
tically intact during this time. Mr. | 
Goldman has always conducted the 
concerts, and has yet to be absent} 
from a performance of his band.

The wounded man grappled with his 
assailant, wrenched the pistol away 
and returned the fire. One of the 
men is dead and the other in Belle- 
vue Hospital in a critical condition. 
The Commissioner was summoned 
and went to the scene, the Rosa 
Luiga Restaurant, 327 East Four- 
teenth Street, in the basement. 

The dead man was Umberto Lom- 
bardi, 35 years old, of 132 Thompson 
Street, the other is Tony Marino of 
258 Bleecker Street. It was Marino 
who drew the pistol, according to 
Mr. Whalen. There were several dif- 
ferent stories of the affair told, 
which the Commissioner sifted. ; 

Two men were arrested as material 
witnesses, Michael Galante of 
East Twelfth Street, and 
Meinsa of 228 East Fourteenth 
Street. Both of them, the police 
say, have previous convictions for 
using and peddling narcotics. Lom- 
bardi’s record showed several con- 
victions.
